rectly to the state. 
"Federal aid would help out the 
budget situation trem endously,” the 
new director of the state relief ad­ 
m inistration 
declared. 
"Federal 
money, if given directly to the state, 
would carry us twice as far. 
He pointed out that the W.P A. 
average m onthly wage is approxi­ 
m ately $60, whereas the state dole 
for 
unemployed 
is 
about 
$30 
a 
m onth. 
He further observed that it 
m ight create a “healthier” situation 
to have a lower wage, stim ulating 
those on relief to seek private em ­ 
ployment. 
"I wouldn’t argue at this stage of 
the game for an entire elim ination 
of a works program, however,” R us­ 
sell said.

FRENCH TROOPS 
HELP CONTROL 
REFUGEE INFLUX 


Le 
Perthus, 
F rance— (At 
the 
Spanish Frontier -Jan. 28 
(AP) — 
Between 
4,000 
and 
5,000 
French 
troops were rushed to tile Spanish 
border today as a traffic horde of 
refugees from governm ental C ata­ 
lonia poured into France. 
The refugees, fleeing the insurgent 
armies who rapidly drove n o rth ­ 
ward from Barcelona, started cross­ 
ing the border and w ithin an hour 
5,000 had jam m ed across the line, 
completely swamping French guards 
Raoul Didkowski, prefect of the 
border departm ent, told higher of­ 
ficials he was unable to carry out 
their orders to let only women, chil­ 
dren and old m en in unless troops 
were ordered to use th eir guns, if 
necessary, to keep out younger men. 
Of 
the 
first 
5,000 
who 
came 
through Le Perthus pass when the 
refugee gates were opened only a 
few hundred, however, were men of 
fighting age 
Several hundred Senegalese troops 
of the 24th regim ent in Perpignan 
were the first to reach Le Perthus. 
The prefect who cam e to take per­ 
sonal command of the frontier post 
sent these troops to keep order in 
the mile-long circuitous road around 
which the refugees were routed for 
classification and vaccination. 
French officers said about five b at­ 
talions of other troops were rushed 
to Cerbere, Le P erthus and Bourg- 
Madame, three gatew ays through 
the Pyrenees m ountains. 
From Boulou, the nearest railroad 
point to Le Perthus, the first train 
filled with refugees left within a 
half hour after the frontier was 
opened. 
All the refugees were routed to 
concentration 
cam ps 
outside 
the 
border departm ents. 
They poured 
in both by land and sea. 
Scores of fishing boats, including 
several armed governm ent trawlers, 
came into port vendres after dawn 
this morning. 
Aboard them was a 
m ixture of refugees and deserters 
from C atalonian ports. 
Some left 


these ports before Barcelona fell, 
but only arrived 
in France this 
m orning. 
At 
Cerbere, 
several 
thousand 
refugees moved up along the m oun­ 
tain road from Port Bou on the 
Spanish side of the border tx) the 
post 
overlooking 
the 
sea 
where 
French troops and guards passed 
them into France. 
At Bourg-M adam e, western gate­ 
way for C atalonia, French authori­ 
ties had checked in hundreds this 
m orning and prepared to receive 
thousands more before sundown. 
M eanwhile a t Barcelona insurgent 
troops sought speedily to complete 
their conquest of all Catalonia by 
pushing northw ard beyond M ataro, 
as long lines of half-starved people 
besieged relief centers here.

soldiers

bayonets were necessary to keep o r­ 
der in breadlines so large and in ­ 
sistent 
th a t 
they 
threatened 
to 
storm the food supply centers. 
Insurgent Generalissim o Francisco 
Franco is attem pting to push the 
Civil war to an early conclusion 
while caring for the needy, and then 
begin the task of reconstruction 
T hroughout the night a thousand 
truckloads of food from all parts ot 
insurgent Spain entered this con­ 
quered in an effort to end a pressing 
food shortage. 
Insurgents said they hoped the 
breadlines would disapear within a 
week. 
Many people were said to 
have lived for m onths on only len­ 
tils, w ater and a little bread
